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Foreword 


E TRUST that we may be pardoned a certain degree of pride in presenting this review of the 

Superb Farms herd to the Shorthorn fraternity. The foundation of our herd was laid about 

the year 1904, and in all the intervening years we have conscientiously endeavored to build 

up a herd based upon the best Scotch blood of the breed. The herd today contains upwards 
of 150 head of breeding females, and it is our belief that no herd of this size in America can show a 
more uniformly choice lot of Scotch pedigrees. For the first twelve or thirteen years of our breeding 
operations very few females were sold and certainly but few of the better sorts were parted with. We 
have, as a result, many pedigrees which show the name of Eliason appearing as many as four and five 
times. 


We have been showing stock of strictly our own breeding at the Northwestern fairs and the International 
for more than ten years past and have competed on even terms with the best that the country pro- 
duces. It has always been our policy to show practically nothing but young stuff and we have won 
more firsts than we have lost. 


The favor which our stock has met at the hands of the most discriminating buyers and our showring 
successes encourage us in the belief that we have one of the leading herds of Scotch Shorthorns in America. 
This booklet is, therefore, published with a view to presenting the merits of the Superb herd to those 
who are seeking for blood to improve their herds or who wish to lay a foundation upon the best sort of 
breeding stock.

[ HAS always been our policy to use only outstanding bulls of faultless pedigree. 
One of our first herd bulls, Good Morning by Joy of the Morning, was conceded 
to be among the best bred animals in America. He was followed by American 
Archer by Ceremonious Archer, Maxwalton Dale by’ Avondale and Archer Sultan 
by American Archer. 


All of these bulls have left an indelible impression upon the Superb herd and their 
calves have been prominent winners wherever shown. Cornerstone, a grandson of 
Choice Goods, has been in recent use, and in present use we have Superb, Sunrise, 
Cumberland’s Archer, Gold Bug and Imp. Bold Challenger.

Cornerstone, his sire, was one of the most impressive breeding bulls we have ever 
owned. We have a number of his daughters, which we value as among our best.

Since there has been 
such a great scarcity of well bred females and a correspondingly strong demand we 
have, as pasture and feed conditions permitted, occasionally taken in females not 
of our own breeding and resold them in calf to our herd bulls. 


N YE SELL a lot of high priced stuff, but we aim to sell it worth the money. 


It has been our aim to maintain a strictly breeding establishment, but we have found 
that we have been performing a service to the breed in handling females in this way, 
and we have never allowed this end of our business to conflict with our ideals in 
carrying on a breeding herd.
